CINCINNATI, AugUSt (i. 


Steamer Pat. llogers Tvas burned this 


moruitig one milo below Aurora, Indiana. 
About twenty lives were lost, the victims bo- 
iag principally ladies. 


Tile Story of tlic Engineer* 


Mr. Holmes, engineer of steamer Pat. 


.Rogers, burned at Aurora, arrived in Cin- 
cinnati this noon. He gives the following 
account of the burning: It was just about 
nix o'clock when tho steamer was just 
opposite Logrey Creek, that flows into the 
river two miles below Aurora, that I noticed 
a bright 
light 
among some 
bales of 


cotton in the after 
part of the boat. 


I hastened to the 
spot and found the 


cotton burning rapidly and beyond any pos- 
sibility of being immediately extinguished. 
I hurried on deck aud gave tho alarm to the 
pilot, and told him to run tho boat ashore. 
He hail just turned her head to shore when 
sho became unmanageable. The pilot states 
that he could turn the wheel, bub the steam- 
er would not answer to her helm. He thinks 
the tiller rope hncl been cut. From this fact 
it is thought the fire was the work of au ^in- 
cendiary. 
Another theory ig that one of 


tho deck passengers, while smoking,dropped 
a spark from bis pipe into tho cotton. "When 
tho boat became unmanageable, ahe drifted 
on to tho sand bar and there grounded. The 
ilamos, instead of spreading oloug the lower 
dock, at once shot up to the cabin and pilot 
house, atid LUBU swept across tho hurricane 
deck. 
The passengers wore all aroused |nnd 


tho boats lowered, and many were carried 
ashore, but others ill their fright jumped 
into the 
wator.

drowned reached a safe landing place after

time with the current. 


There were nearly 100 people on board, hut 
what proportion of this number is actually 
lost is not known at this time, as many of 
those reported missing were seen on shore 
after tho disaster.

of the tariff at all commensurate with th 
burdens thoy are obliged to bear, Is abiun 
lli« little duty that is placed on such articli 
as butter, cheese, lard, Ac., is simply 
cunning device of Blame to blind our ngri 
eulturista whilst the protectionists of Mas? 
aohusetts and. Pennsylvania are robbin 
them. 


Mr. Blaino, through his organ tho Kenue 


beo Journal, in flaming capitals and blnck 
faced letters, makes the following parade o 
dutiable articles, to show how tho farmer

Now it will bo observed that all the above 


articles aro higher in St. John than in Bau- 
gor, except beef, which bears tho same 
price. Of what advantage, then, is the 
tariff ou those articles to the farmers of 
Maine? Is not the cheat aud fraud that Mr. 
Blaine is practising on his constituents ap- 
parent? 


Take tho matter of rye, which Mr. Blaine 


instances. There is hardly one farmer in 
fifty in Maine that raises a grain of rye. But 
31,115 bushels were produced in the whole 
state, according to tho census of 1870. Do 
the farmers of Maine derive any protection 
fforn the 1") cents duty on a bushel of rye? 
They are purchasers of rye and not sellers 
of it. 


Take barley as another iustauce. Accord- 


ing £o the census of 1S7U Maine produced 
but fif>S,81(i bushels, or only ton bushels for 
each farmer in the state; uot half enough to 
make their pork and meal their cows. Not 
one farmer in ton in the state, year in and 
year out, ever sells a bashtl of barley. 


Tuke yet again tho matter of potatoes. Of 


wuat advantage is a tariff of fifteen cents a 
husbel on that product, when it is notorious 
that tho farmers of Maine cannot afford to 
hire labor to. raise it ? This tariff may sound 
pleas.mtly to the oars of short sighted farm- 
ers, but of what avail is it, when thousands 
of bushels have been sold in this city during 
tbe past ten days for fifteen cents a bushel ? 
Potatoes are of a perishable nature and their 
value is soTluctuating that no amount of tar- 
iff on them would be of the least advantage 
to 'the farmers of Maine- 


But it is needless to pursue this subject. 


The tariffltos themselves know that the duty 
ou the articles enumerated is of no advan- 
tage to our formers. It is simply dust thrown 
in their eyes whilst the manufacturers of 
Massachusetts and the miners of Pennsyl- 
vania are robbing them of millions every 
year.—[Bangor Commercial.
